To this exlent France ls parllal. The 
role of an impartial, peace-promoling Po- 
wer willing lo medilate and wilh nolhing 
else in ınind than ile securily of ali conn- 
Irles in the MirldJle East presupposes tolal 
abslinenceê.

In future universities must be direcled

As far as slalf and budgetary consider. 
alions are concerned, universilies musl 
be granled Independent adminislralive 
and decision-making powers. 

State and academic administratlons 
must be combined to form one bociy. 

`TKê old facuîtiés must be replaced by 
specialised departments, which should not 
be controlled by a single professor. 

These points and many details of the 
Arts, Science and Research Council's re- 
commendations rellerate what has been 
demanded on all sides for qulle some 
lime, and what has been discussed in 
some quarters when considering new uni- 
versity leglslation. Many suggestions are 
laudable, many repeat what reasonable 
reformers already reyard as the best solu- 
tian, despite the present, particularly de- 
pressing circumstances at universilles, 

Nonetheless, these reconmendallons 
are bound to arouse crillcism: because 
some of the points which are raised, and 
because oi some poinls which are Ignored.

form. 


Although the Aris, Science and Research 
Cuuncill has no executive powers, ils re- 
conımendatlons are bound to arouse wide- 
spread inleresl. Thelr early recommen- 
dations on the exlension of academic 
insillulions not only atiracled aitentton 
but achieved a measure of success, whi 
has not yel been fully clarifled. All the 
stale parliaments began to drastically in- 
crease the number of university teachers.
